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CONCORD, N. H. BICENTENNIAL ME DA IS 
PROVE TO BE VERY POPULAR 

The Concord Coach, built in Concord, 
immortalized by Wells Fargo is featured on 
the official Bicentennial medal sponsored 
by Concord Rotary Club and the Bicenten- 
nial commission. The 1000 serially num- 
bered silver medals were sold out about 
Nov. 1 and are now bringing premium 
prices substantially over the original 
$7.50 cost. Number 333 was sold for 
$17.50 and #33 for over $20 at the Tri- 
State Collectors ' Exhibition last Novem- 
ber. The bronze medals are still 
available for $2 at banks in Concord 
or from Fred Hall, 37 Green St., Concord, 
N. H. who did an outstanding job planning 
and promoting this project.

COMMENTS ON INSIDE COVER 

The N. H. Colonial notes illus- 
trated on inside of front cover are 
possibly unique examples of varieties 
issued 1759-63. Most were redeemed at 
full value for taxes and burned in the 
presence of the legislature. The June 20, 
1775 note is rarely seen except as a re- 
print. The Santa Claus note shown has 
a green overprint. Another variety has 
red overprint TWO instead. (See answers 
to. Quiz, P. 42.) 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 

Chapter 1 - N. H. Colonial Notes, (continued) 

CORRECTION - Last installment on issues of 1755 1756 contains following errors: 

First, original issue was dated Apr. 3, 1755 (not 1775). Second, the original issue 
did not carry the June 1, 1756 date. Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society sup- 
plied pictures of specimens with Apr. 3, 1755 date only, with signatures. It appears 
that the June 1, 1756 dates were added to the plate for a later issue . Records indi- 
cate that the first issue of Crown Point money was 40,000 pounds in 1755. 35,750 

pounds was voted in 1756, 20,000 pounds in 1757, and 20,500 pounds in 1758. However, 

It appears that new issue dates were not added to the plate for the last two issues. 
Signed specimens of these issues seem to be rare, since most collections contain only 
the reprints with 1755 and 1756 dates. 

7. Sterling Bills of 1759-62.* Bullock’s "Monetary History of the U. S." lists the 
following issues of sterling bills: 1759—13,000 pounds; 1760 - 15,000 pounds; 1761 - 
20,000 pounds; and 1762 - 20,000 pounds. All of these are rare as could be expected 
since they were actually redeemed at full value in silver. I do not know of any speci- 
men of the 1859 issue and cannot state exact date of issue . Newman supplied picture 
of 2sh, 6d note dated March 1, 1760. Sept. 1964 Numismatist shows a 10 shilling note 
dated May 1, 1761. N.H. Historical Soc. has a 1 shilling note dated Jan, 1, 1762. 

Newman reports a 6d note, and issues dated Jan. 1, 1761 and Jan. 1, 1763! 

These notes, about 2^- inches wide by 3 inches tall, were typeset and were the first 
to carry the warning "Death to Counterfeit this Bill". All notes had a border about £ 
inch wide of fancy ornaments. Below the top border the value was given at each side 

and "No. " appeared in the center. Then the value was spelled out In one or two 

lines below with various symbols above and below. Then appeared "The possessor of this 
bill shall be paid by the treasurer of the Province of NEW HAMPSHIRE (value) sterling 
in Bills of Exchange with interest at two and a half per cent per annum, by the 25th 
Pay of December, 17 . By order of the General Assembly, Portsmouth, (date). DEATH 

to COUNTERFEIT this BILL". Below this, figures of value were at each side. Below the 
right figure "COMMITTEE" was printed vertically, with three signatures to the left. 

The- 1762 note reads, "one shilling in silver or gold in Bills of Exchange". Whether 
this was true of all denominations in 1762 is not known. Possibly all four issues used 
this wording on the 1 shilling note. According to Bullock the 1759 notes were to be 
paid by taxes of 1762 and 1763, and the 1760 issues was to be paid in 1763, 1764, and 
1765. The notes issued probably had corresponding redemption dates which would make 
as many collectible varieties if they were still available. 

Half of the 1762 issue was authorized for redemption of the Louisburg and Canada 
bills issued in 1745 and 1746. These "new tenor" notes were valued now at one pound 
sterling for 6£ pounds of notes, making the old tenor notes worth l/25 of their origi- 
nal value. large quantities of paper money were redeemed or received for taxes from 
1763 to 1770. Treasury notes bearing interest were issued by the province to redeem 
the last of the outstanding bills of credit, and these notes were paid off in a few 
years. The Spanish dollar was rated at 6 shillings. The few Province notes still in 
use passed at 4 pounds notes to 3 pounds sterling. Thus the colony having seen the 
evils of paper money depreciation turned to a sounder currency and was in a fairly 
good financial position on the eve of the Revolution.

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ANSWERS TO NUMISMATIC QUIZ 

The article on A. W. Gale in last 
Spring's Nonagon answered the first of 
six questions in last Winter's Nonagon. 

The White Mountain Bank, Lancaster, 
N.H. issued $2 notes showing Santa Claus 
with sleigh and reindeer in i860 & 1862. 
Coin World for Eec. 30, 1964 illustrates 
a note issued by the Saint Nicholas Bank, 
New York in the l850's which no doubt was 
the original user of this vignette . 

The N. H. legislature authorized 
William Moulton to make copper coins 
which were to pass for two-thirds of a 
penny. The coin with pine tree and 
AMERICAN LIBERTY" on one side and harp 
with 1776 date on other has been called 
a N.H. cent or halfpenny. The Red Book 
now lists it correctly as a N.H. copper. 

The 1938 N.H. Constitution ratifi- 
cation Sesquicentennial medal with Daniel 
Webster and the Old North Nfeeting House, 
Concord, is found with error "INSEPERABLE" 
and also correct "INSEPARABLE". The error 
is more common.
